amiable Ideas of the feveral Virtues, which are 
moft likely to charm and atraCt their Minds.”* 
Upon this Plan this little Volume is form’d, 
and I have endeavour’d to raife no AffeCtion 
that will not equally delight and improve. I 
ihall only add, that thofe Parents that ncgleft 
an Opportunity of railing generous Sentiments 
in the Breafts of their Children, deny them* 
felves one of the greateft and moll high-raifed 
Satisfactions that can arife from their parental 
AfFeCtion.
